The official- have 
laid the plan under consideration for 


several years, aud decided tlint the 
Tannehill mill near Taylo rsville w a­ 
ttle proffer site. ami this was p u r­ 
chased over a year ago for *3.590. 
The mill was erected iii 1821 and is 
the oldest in Bartholom ew county. 
The most attractive feature of the 
plan to the o f f ic ia ls o f the traction 


company is the fact that during at 
least six mouths o f every year the en­ 
tire line from lndiana|M»lis to S e y ­ 


mour could he run by w ater |»owor 
and not a ton of coal would have to 
be burned for power purposes. 
The 
r< st of the year a- much o f the line 
would he run by natural power ii- the 
stage of the river would admit. 


would bring about 
the end of the 
canal on this rise. making it level with 
the dam six miles above. 
A fte r the 
w ater was used to t arnish |x»wer for 
the t r a c t io n line it would tall 30 feet 
into the liv e r below. 
The idea for the canal i- that it will 
not parallel the river but w ill follow 
the slope of the hill. 
At the closest 
point to the river it will be probably 
400 feet aw ay and at the farthest 
point ii will be in the neighborhood 
o f a mile fro a Driftw ood river. D an­ 
ger ot high w ater require.- the ennui 
to he kept a considerable distance 
from the liv e r or cise flo o d s would 
wash aw ay tin* banks. 


F n d c r the 
p la n s now being con­ 
sidered the canal will be OO feet wide 
and will c a rry s ix feet of w ater at all 
times. This will necessitate lh** erec­ 
tion of three bridges where the canal 
cross* - public highways and ii great 
many sm aller bridges would have to 
bt* built where the canal crosses p ri­ 
vate farm r o a d s . 
The plan if successful, will greatly 
reduce the expense o f power on the 
road, the current during halt ot the 
year can la* had by turning on or 
off the switch at the power house. 
This is the first time any traction 
com pany in Indiana has ever under­ 
taken any plan o f this character, anc 
it will la* watched with much interest.

Hard on Jeremiah. 
Not to be outdone by the Protestants, 
the Catholics undertook a new transla­ 
tion in loSO, which was finally given 
to the world In 1609. 
This is known 
as the “ Doual” Bible, so named from 
the press that printed it. 
The trans­ 
lation was made by English exiles at 
Kheims, France. 
Collectors call it the 
‘‘rosin" Bible because of another atroc­ 
ity put over on Jerem iah’s balm. This 
translation has it. "Is there no rosin 
in G ilead?" 
H aving finished the preliminaries, we 
now (mine to the main event. 
W hy 
God In his wisdom ever permitted any 
thing so altogether admirable as the 
authorized English version of the B i­ 
ble to be called by the name of so 
worthless a monarch as King Jam es is 
more than mere mortal man can ever 
hope to understand. 
It is oho of those 
tricks of fate which confound the op­ 
timist and shake the faith of those 
who believe in ultimate just! e. 
Jam es 
I. for his own aggrandize­ 
ment made friends with the murderer 
of his mother. 
He caused the death of

Dr. Rainolds In Charge. 


Dr. 
Rainolds 
became 
the 
leading 
spirit in the actual making of the new- 
Version. 
Perhaps more than any oth 
er man he is entitled to the honor of 
the so called King Jam es version. The 
fifty-four scholars and divines chosen 
for the task were divided into six 
groups, and a certain part of the work 
was allotted to each. 
To Rainolds 
and his associates were assigned tic* 
prophets. 
But the leader was 
nut 
to see the completion of the task. 
Dr 
Rainolds died In Ii>07. three years be 
fore the translation was finished. 
Tw o of the groups worked at Ox 
ford, two at Cambridge and two at 
Westminster. 
For the most part their 
task was not so much translation as 
comparing aud editing. 
They selected 
from all the versions already made, 
and so wisely and conscientiously were 
the selections made that tile result has 
stood tile tes! of die centuries. 
They 
did not confine themselves wholly to 
the Genevan. Tyndall*. Coverdale and 
other English versions, however. They 
employed Luther's German translation 
as well as the original Greek and H e ­ 
brew. 
They sought for clear and sim ­ 
ple renderings In strong Anglo Saxon j 
words. 
M u a of the happiest and best 
phrases were their own. 
W ith tin* possible exception of Lu 
ther’s there has never been a transla­ 
tion of the Bible in any tongue that 
has reed veil such praise or exerted i 
such Influence. 
It has been the most 
widely circulated book in the history j 
of the human race.

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Translations Were Numerous. 


There 
lmd 
been 
several 
English 
translations of the Bible prior to the 
King Jam es 
or authorized 
version, 
but none of them had been quite sat 
isfactory. 
The first of these worth 
mention was tile W yeliffe Bible, trans­ 
lated by John Wyeliffe, the origir.nl 
English reformer and m artyr, in the 
fourteenth century and circulated in 
manuscript. 
W illiam Tyndale. alioth 
er reformer and m artyr, followed this 
with another translation In the six 
teenth century. 
It is somewhat slg 
niflcant that both of these translators 
were counted heretics, and not 
the 
least of the charges against them was 
this very desire to give ihe Scriptures 
to the common people. 
Tyndale was 
proser j lied and went to live at Worms 
with Luther, whose follower lie was. 
There his translation was completed. 
The Tyndale Billie became In large 
degree the basis of subsequent Eng­ 
lish 
versions. 
It 
was published in 
1526, and during Hie same century six 
other translations were made and a 
seventh begun. 
The reformation was 
bearing abundant fruit. 
The next translation after Tyndale's 
was thai of Miles Coverdale, which ap 
pea red in 1535. 
It lins been claimed 
that Coverdale worked with Tyndale 
but this is in dispute. 
In popular 
parlance the Coverdale 
version has 
conn* to be known as the “ bug" Bibb; 
because of the following translation 
of a verse from one of the Psalms: 
"So that thou shalt not node to N* 
afraid for any Bugges by nigh re nor 
for the arrow that fiyetli by day.” 
The 
M atthews 
Bible 
followed 
in 
1537. 
It was translated bv John Rog­ 
ers, another Protestant m artyr. 
The 
Taverner Bible, named for one i f bs 
publishers, Richard Taverner, appear­ 
ed in 1539. 


Cromwell Bible Next. 


The 
next 
year, 
1540, 
came 
the 
“ great” Bible, likewise called Crom­ 
well**, also CGinnier*8. 
This was es­ 
sentially Coverdale*a translation with 
a few changes, 
it was published by 
Thomas Crom well's order and was the 
first Bible “ appointed to i>e used ii) 
the churches,” likewise the first to be 
chained 
to 
tin* 
reading desks. 
No 
wonder 
there 
was 
a 
subsequent 
movement for religious freed »n when 
the Bible was in chains! 
Twenty years after the pub-i ation 
of the "groat” Bible appeared the Gene­ 
van translation made by some English 
religious refugees who had joined John 
Calvin it Geneva. 
This was the first 
one printed in Roman type and divid­ 
ed into verses, likewise the first to 
give supplied words in Itll Ii s. 
It re 
mained the most popular edition until 
the appearance of the 
King Jam es 
version 
a matter of fifty years. 
To 
collect! rs this is known as the ‘Tm uch­ 
es” Bible bemuse of the following pas 
sage from Genesis; “ Then the eyes of 
them both wqjeopened, and they knew 
that they were naked, and they sewed 
figge tref) loaves together and made 
themse! es Breeches.” W as this ti far­ 
off suggestion of the frouserine <>r ha 
rein skirt? 
In 1568 was published the ‘‘Bishops’ 
Bible,” authorized by the bishops of 
the established church. 
W ith all this 
Official s motion, however, it never over­ 
took the vogue of the Genevan version. 
which was rather a Puritan affair. Col­ 
lectors ta re dubbed the bishops* edi 
tion the “ treacle” Bible, for the rea­ 
son that it translates Jerem iah’s fine 
line, “ Is there no balm in Gilead?” 
into the saccharine form, "Is there no

Sit* W alter Raleigh aud burned two 
heretics at the stake, 
lit* involved his 
whole country in war because ti for­ 
eign princess would not m arry bis son. 
He allowed Ills own daughter to die in 
poverty. 
He had nothing to do with 
tilt* translation of the Scriptures except 
that he authorized it aud gave some 
general directions 
Yet this work that 
has had so profound an influence on 
English speaking people, this “ well of 
English undefiled,” is known as the 
"K in g Jam es version.” The tacking on 
of that name is almost blasphemous. 


Credit Given Puritans. 


Much of the credit for the agitation 
that led to the making of Hie author­ 
ized version is due to the Puritans. 
There were so many translations and 
so much confusion in consequence that 
the desire became general to have one 
standard text that would be authorita­ 
tive in settling disputes as to interpre­ 
tations. 
There were two views as to 
the w ay to arrive at such a standard. 
One was the revision of the German 
Bible; the other was the making of a 
new translation. 
In 10)4 a conference was held in 
London to Kettle the matter. 
The king 
decidisl the question iii favor of the 
new translation. 
His reason was as 
oblique and peculiar us bis character. 
H e was determined to make the Buri 
tans and other dissenters "conform .'’ 
They had been urging a new transla­ 
tion. 
Now let them have it and be 
compelled to abide by it.. 
It may be 
said in 
passing that 
when the au 
thorlzed 
version appeared 
the inde 
pendent sects did abide by it gladly. 
Yet they did not “ conform’’ to the 
Established church any more than be­ 
fore. 
They continued to dissent until 
Jam es’ own son. charles I., was be­ 
headed 
and 
England 
established 
a 
commonwealth under O liver Cromwell, 
a Puritan. 
Bur that is getting ahead 
of the story. 
It was the Puritans and independ 
ents who put forth Dr. John Rainolds. 
head of Corpus Christi college, Oxford, 
as their spokesman in urging a new 
version. 
The bishop of london and 


has grown iii popularity and In num­ 
ber of colies sold. which now reaches 
lute the millions. 
Even the revised 
version completed a few years ago has 
not aff iv ted the vogue of Hie King 
Jam es version. 


Affected All Periods. 
It has not only colored the whole of 
English civilization, but bas fixed the 
language and immeasurably influenced 
literature 
and 
politics. 
The 
great 
movement toward democracy and lib­ 
erty of our race has taken place since 
the issuance of the King Jam es ver 
sion. 
As this momentous epoch of 
revolutions 
and 
reforms, 
beginning 
with the Cromwell revolution in 1042, 
has 
been 
so 
profoundly 
affected 
throughout by the religious impulse, 
who can measure the effects thereon 
of this English Bible? 
It was 
mainstay of Cromwell and his inde 
pendents, who bu turn became tin* fort* 
runners of modern democracy. 
The actual work of translation was 
completed in 1610, and the manuscripts 
passed through the hands of Thomas 
Bilson, bishop of Winchester, and of 
Dr. Miles Sm ith before going to th** 
prii.ter. 
The publication occurred ear 
ly in H ill. 
The celebration of the tercentenary 
will occur on March 26 in every city 
and town of the British empire and 
on that or nearby dates In American 
churches, 
in St. Paul’s. London, the 
sermon will be preached by the arch­ 
bishop of ( ’aruerbury. 
The influence of the 
Kin g James 
version does not 
end 
with English 
speaking peoples, but has form<*d the 
basis for translation into Innumerable 
tongues. 
It constitutes the vast bulk 
of the 15,000.000 Bibles now estimat 
ed to be sold yearly. 
There is only one thing needed to 
make the joy of the occasion complete. 
That is the amputation of the name 
King James. 
Might a-i (veil talk of 
Captain K id d ’s Bible or Beelzebub’s 
Bible. 
Call this one John Rainolds’ 
or Miles Sm ith’s or Bishop B I I son’s 
or anybody’s Bible rather than burden 
It with the discredited name of the 
most stupid of the Stuarts. _
